Early start to NLRT constnictioii 


All aboard. 3.3 km 

North LRT extension 
on track for April 2014 
completion, opening 


The second season of major 
construction on the North LRT 
line is starting early, thanks to 
mild weather. 

As of Monday, a two-block 
section of 105 Street, between 
105 Avenue and 107 Avenue, 
will be closed imtil November. 

“The first thing we’ll do and 
the major first task will be 105 
Street,” said Brad Smid, pro¬ 
gram manager. “The construc¬ 
tion will have the train run 
down the median, with one 
lane each way.” 

Trafiic wiU continue to cross 
105 Street at both 106 Avenue 
and 107 Avenue, except for 
alternating month-long clos¬ 
ures beginning in April and 
May, respectively. 

The situation will be similar 
to construction in the Kingsway 
area last year, which was kept 
to one season.

A medical examiner told 
the trial of a woman 
charged with killing her 
two boys that their cause 
of death was drowning. 

Dr. Bernard Ban- 
nach testified Thursday 
about the autopsies he 
performed on Connor, 2, 
and 10-month-old Jayden 
McConnell’s bodies. 

Allyson McConnell, 

33, is on trial for second- 
degree murder in their 
February 2010 deaths. 

McConnell admitted 
to drowning them, but 
has pleaded not guilty to 
murder. 

The issue at trial is 
her state of mind when 
she did it, as the day she 
killed her children she 
jumped off an Edmonton 
overpass.

iPad 2 sought in

Edmonton Police are 
looking for a white iPad 
2 belonging to a man 
killed last December. 

In a release Thursday, 
police said Ashneil Ajit 
Singh, 21, bought an 
iPad 2 with the serial 
number DN6GCWLD- 
DKPH last October, 
which has never been 
recovered. 

They think he may 
have left it with a 
friend, but the device 
could help them. 

Singh, who had been 
stabbed and shot, called 
for help Nov. 29 from a 
field at 170 Street and 
21 Avenue. 

He died in hospital.

Leduc. Condo evacuation 
should be pushed back 


The Alberta Safety Codes 
Council stayed the City of 
Leduc’s evacuation order 
on Thursday that would 
have seen 150 residents 
of 85 condos move out of 
the Bellavera Green Condo 
Complex by March 31 due 
to unsafe conditions. 

Leduc fire chief Ernie 
Polsom said many were 


puzzled by the decision, 
which he learned about 
in a fax, which said the 
evacuation issued three 
weeks ago was pushed to 
May 9 as long as conditions 
such as a clear path for fire 
trucks, working fire alarms 
and sprinklers, and 24/7 
security are met.

Kaufinann-Woodcock es¬ 
timates yearly household 
energy savings at about 18 
per cent.

The colours have changed 
over time, not to mention the 
style and mechanical work¬ 
ings. 

But to the dehght of Ed¬ 
monton Transit System offi¬ 
cials, 15 pieces of history have 
been preserved. 

It’s the most extensive col¬ 
lection of transit vehicles in 
the country, said Jason Baxter, 
market planner with ETS com¬ 
munity relations, since most 
get sold to private museums. 

“We’re veiy lucky in Ed¬ 
monton that there were some 
people that went ‘Hey, this is 
worth remembering,”’ Baxter 
said. 

ETS began in 1908 with 
four streetcars, a fleet that has 
grown to nearly 1,000 vehicles 
that cover hundreds of routes 
and the LRT. Trolleys joined 
streetcars in 1939, but the mo¬ 
tor bus overrode them both, 
once GM released its 1960 
model. Trolleys continued to 
evolve, but were decommis¬ 
sioned in Edmonton in 2009. 
By the end of 2010, ETS’s en-

Baxter’s favourite is a 1957 
GM, as it was the bus the his¬ 
torical tours started on, and 
has the original orange-and- 
cream colour scheme. 

“The style, the colours — it 
has some va-va-voom in the 
look,” he said. “People just 
gravitate to this bus.” 

That includes those who 
have been involved with tran¬ 
sit for decades, and pitch in on 
occasion to maintain the fleet 
of antique buses. 

“They want to do it, it’s 
nostalgic,” said Gary Weselak, 
garage supervisor for fleet ser¬ 
vices. “And in a lot of cases, 
that’s what we’re rel 3 dng on.”

While the design of the can 
may have caused a bit of a 
backlash, Arctic research is 
the winner. 

About six months ago, 
Coca-Cola launched a cam¬ 
paign called Arctic Home 
with the goal of raising a total 
of $4 million for Arctic re¬ 
search — $2 million over four 
years from Coke, $1 million 


from North Americans and 
$1 million more from Coke in 
matching donations. 

The campaign ended 
Thursday and consumers 
have responded, said Coke 
spokesperson Dave Moran. 

“Has it been the most suc¬ 
cessful ... campaign we’ve 
ever done? Yes,” said Moran. 

Moran didn’t have the 
final numbers, but said as of 
last week the campaign was 
close to reaching its goal. 

“And keep in mind, this is 
only the first year (of a five- 
year campaign),” he said. 

Geoff York, polar bear biol¬ 
ogist with the World Wildlife 
Fund’s Global Arctic program, 
said the money means more 
research in remote northern 
areas.

The March 29 budget is ex¬ 
pected to see $19.8 billion set 
aside for the mihtaiy, a seven 
per cent decrease compared 
with last year’s defence spend¬ 
ing plan, according to prelim- 
inaiy federal estimates. 

And those forecasts do not 
refiect the five or 10 per cent 
reductions the Conservatives 
have asked all federal depart¬ 
ments to deliver. 

Liberal Senator Colin Ken¬ 
ny said if the Harper govern¬ 
ment wants to make appro¬ 
priate defence cuts it should 
look at its pet project of Arc¬ 
tic Offshore Patrol Ships.

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Privacy at risk 
with phone loss 


Violation. Report finds 
that Ottawa residents 
are most likely to 
return lost cellphones 
— but will still comb 
through personal apps 


If you’ve ever wondered what 
would happen if you lost your 
phone in public, a study con¬ 
ducted by an Ottawa-based 
security researcher suggests 
there’s one thing you can al¬ 
most surely coimt on — a com¬ 
plete violation of your privacy. 

And the odds of getting your 
phone back are basically a coin 
toss, according to the report by 
Scott Wright of Security Per¬ 
spectives Inc., and the security 
software company Symantec. 

Wright “accidentally” 
dropped 10 cellphones 
throughout his hometown 
and four major U.S. cities as 
part of his experiment. Each 
phone was left unlocked and 
the “owner’s” contact infor¬ 


mation was easily accessible. 

Of the 50 phones he left 
in Los Angeles, New York, 
Ottawa, San Francisco and 
Washington D.C. — in phone 
booths, elevators, restau¬ 
rants, transit stations and 
public washrooms — only 25 
were picked up by someone 
who made an attempt to re¬ 
turn the device. 

Wright was watching re¬ 
motely as 96 per cent of the 
“lost” smartphones were ac¬ 
cessed, as the finders poked 
through apps labelled with 
names such as online bank¬ 
ing, webmail, corporate 
email and private pix. 

More phones were re¬ 
turned in Ottawa than any¬ 
where else. Seven of the 10 
phones dropped in the na¬ 
tion’s capital were picked up 
by people who called to say 
they found them, compared 
to just three in New York. 

But Wright was still dis¬ 
turbed by how much those 
phones were used before 
and after contact was made.

Thousands of S 3 n'ians rallied 
Thursday in Damascus in a 
display of loyalty to President 
Bashar Assad, waving flags 
under a slate grey sky to pro¬ 
test the anniversary of a rebel- 
hon that the government says 
is driven by terrorists, gang¬ 
sters and extremists. 

Outside the S 3 n'ian capital, 
however, tanks and snipers 
besieged opposition areas, 
including the southern city 
of Daraa, where the uprising 
began a year ago, touched 
off by the arrest of a group 
of youths who scrawled anti¬ 
regime graffiti on a wall. 

One year into the S 3 n'ian 
revolt, tire flght to oust Assad 
is cascading toward civil war 
with more than 8,000 killed 
and no end in sight to the 
bloodshed. Worst-case scen¬ 
arios are pla 3 dng out in a 
country where many remain 
shackled by corruption, a suf¬ 
focating security apparatus 
and a family dictatorship that 
rules more than 22 million 
people. 

“We know that this is a 
criminal regime, but we didn’t 


expect it to reach this amount 
of killing,” Amer Mattar, a 
26-year-old activist, told The 
Associated Press from Jordan, 
where he fled to safety after 
being arrested twice in S 3 nia. 

Despite widening inter¬ 
national condemnation and 


biting sanctions, Assad’s re¬ 
gime has remained intact and 
intelhgence analysts say the 
rebels have yet to pose a ser¬ 
ious challenge to his powerful 
military. 

Assad also has retained the 
support of many in S 3 n:ia’s 


business classes and minority 
communities, who worry they 
would lose protections under 
a new regime. Still others har¬ 
bour an understandable fear 
of the unknown, given the 
rampant divisions within the

Social media. U.S. considers laws 
governing digital estates after death

Telecom market. New 
improvements coming to 
rural wireless coverage 


Canadians living in rural areas 
will have better cellphone re¬ 
ception once a federal auction 
of radio waves takes place, but 
telecom analysts say it could 
take years before the improved 
service is laimched. 

Ottawa has moved to level 
the wireless playing field by 
placing limits on the coming 
wireless spectrum auction and 
lifting foreign-investment lim¬ 
its on small telecom firms in an 
effort to boost competition. 

Companies that are using 
two blocks of spectrum—radio 
waves over which cellphone 
networks travel — will have to 
provide wireless services to 90 
per cent of their coverage areas 
within five years, and to 97 per 
cent of their coverage areas 
within seven years.

roaming policies will also be 
changed, and a certain portion 
of the spectrum will also be set 
aside for public-safety services 
such as firefighters and police.

The changes to the 
auction rules will let at least 
four companies obtain spec¬ 
trum in each of Canada’s 14 
licence areas.

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IMF approves 
second bailout 


Greece. $36,566 will 
help stabilize finances 
over next four years 


The International Monetary 
Fund on Thursday approved 
$36.56 billion US in funding 
for crisis-hit Greece over the 
next four years, while Stan¬ 
dard and Poor’s warned that 
the country’s new bonds re¬ 
mained vulnerable to default 
despite this month’s massive 
debt writedown. 

The IMF’s executive board 
granted the immediate re¬ 
lease of $2.15 billion of these 
funds as part of the country’s 
second bailout, a statement 
said. 

Greece will receive a total 
172.7 billion euros in rescue 
loans from its eurozone part¬ 
ners and the IMF to keep it 
afloat until 2016, as dizzily 
high borrowing rates have 
blocked its ability to raise 
money on the international 
bond markets. 

IMF Managing Director 
Ghristine Lagarde warned 
that risks to Greece’s auster¬ 
ity and reform program still 
“remain exceptionally high, 
and there is no room for slip¬ 
pages.” She said new pain lies 
ahead for Greeks, despite the 
tough measures implemented 


Stock market 
re-opens 

Libya’s stock market has 
opened for the first time 
since the civil war that 
ended with the overthrow 
of longtime ruler Moammar 
Gadhafi last year. 

On the floor Thursday, 
Libyan officials shouted 
“Allahu Akbar,” or God is 
great, and rang a golden 
bell to start the trading. 


over the past two years. 

“Full and timely imple¬ 
mentation of the planned 
adjustment — alongside 
broad-based pubhc support 
and support from Greece’s 
European partners — will be 
critical to success,” she said in 
a statement. 

“Significant further fiscal 
adjustment is necessary to put 
debt on a sustainable down¬ 
ward trajectory,” Lagarde 
said, adding that politically 
difficult additional spending 
cuts worth about 5.5 per cent 
of GDP — some 11 billion eu¬ 
ros — lie ahead in 2013 and 
2014. 

Ghief IMF inspector for 
Greece Poul Thomsen said 
Athens should focus on 
spending cuts, improving tax 
administration and fighting 
tax evasion, rather than fur¬ 
ther hiking taxes. 

He added that Greece could 
regain market access before 
2020, although it would have 
to accept relatively high inter¬ 
est rates at first. 

Without the bailout, 
Greece would have been 
forced into a messy default 
of a 14.5 billion euro bond 
repa 3 mient due on March. 20, 
a move that could have sent 
shock waves throughout the 
global financial system.

other quarter of losses. 

He said the Montreal- 
based company, which owns 
Air Transat and a host of 
vacation-oriented businesses, 
has a good strategy to restore 
profits. But, he added, some 
time will be required. 

“Our past speaks for itself, 
and with our track record, 
and our market presence, a 
little patience is all that is re¬ 
quired before we see a recov¬ 
ery, and a fully convincing 
one at that,” Eustache said. 

Transat’s first quarter is a 
seasonally weak period that 
has generated profits only 
twice in the company’s his¬ 
tory, but the loss this year 
was deeper than forecast as 
restructuring efforts failed 
to stem the impact of higher 



fuel prices. 

The company lost $29.5 
million, or 77 cents per share 
in the three months ended 
Jan. 31, compared with $13.4 
million loss, or 35 cents per 
share, a year earlier. 

On an adjusted basis, 
after-tax losses were 79 cents 
per share, deeper than the 
per-share loss of 61 cents ex¬ 
pected by analysts, according 
to Thomson Reuters. It com¬ 
pared to 51 cents a year ago.

Richard: Mark, I’m not sure 
how to describe this movie. 
It’s sort of a comedy, kind of 
a drama and a bit of a char¬ 
acter study and yet it isn’t 
really any of those things. 
The Duplass Brothers, best 
known for the indie films, 
have mixed and matched 
tones and come up with 
something that is likeable 
despite the strange premise 
and characters. 

Mark: It’s not quite a com¬ 
edy, but it’s so likeable that 
it feels like one.

Festival. From Bob 
Marley to Big Star, 
'70s music playing 
again in varied SXSW 
documentaries 


Whether reggae, soft rock, 
hardcore punk or power pop, 
the music of the 70s is pla37ing 
again at South By Southwest. 

Several of the many music 
documentaries at this year’s 
SXSW revisit acts from the 
decade, a time often skipped 
over in pop culture history. 
But for that same reason, the 
’70s left a number of stories 
ripe for rediscovery or more 
thorough examination. 

Put under the documen¬ 
tary lens is the beloved legend 
Bob Marley (Marley), the for¬ 
gotten songwriting talent 
Paul Williams (Paul Williams 
Still Alive), the cult band that 
proved curiously resistant to 
the mainstream Big Star (Big 
Star; Nothing Can Hurt Me), 
the radical punk of Bad Brains 
(Bad Brains: Band in DC) and 
the curious story of rocker 
Rodriguez (Search for Sugar 
Man). 

The films are among the 


highlights of SXSW’s robust 
music documentaries, which 
essentially make up the con¬ 
nective tissue between the 
film and music components 
of the annual Austin festival. 
Many of them are grouped 
under their own music docu¬ 


mentaries category, 24 Beats 
Per Second. 

Marley, which will be re¬ 
leased April 20, takes a linear, 
biographic approach that 
takes nearly 2 1/2 hours to 
tell the life story of Marley 
through friends and family. 


It might be called the “roots 
rock reggae” take on a sub¬ 
ject often shrouded in iconog¬ 
raphy and m37th. 

“For all these years. I’ve 
seen so many things on Bob 
and I always felt like: ‘Who 
are these people talking about 


Bob and writing about Bob?”’ 
says Ziggy Marley, the eldest 
son of the Jamaican legend. 

The film is a long in-the- 
works project authorized by 
the Marley family (Ziggy is an 
executive producer) that ori¬ 
ginally had Martin Scorsese 
signed up to direct. 

Then Jonathan Demme, 
whose music documentaries 
include Stop Making Sense 
and Neil Young: Heart of Gold, 
came aboard and made a ver¬ 
sion. He left in 2009 after what 
he called “profound creative 
differences.” 

Director Kevin Macdonald 
has made a number of docu¬ 
mentaries, himself, including 
2003’s Touching the Void, but 
it was his fiction film The Last 
King of Scotland that led him 
to Marley. While shooting in 
Uganda, he saw that Marley’s 
popularity reached even to re¬ 
mote African slums. 

He hopes that “Marley” is 
the definitive documentary of 
the musician, and that it being 
“authorized” doesn’t detract 
from its clarity. 

“You can’t worry about that 
if you’re tiying to be impartial, 
if you’re ttying to be honest,” 
says Macdonald of collaborat¬ 
ing with the Marleys.

“White trash with too 
much responsibility,” Law¬ 
rence says, comparing the 
characters, a mischievous 
grin on her face. 

“My publicist doesn’t like 
it when I say that.” 

While Lawrence was a fan 
of the book series, she still 
had hesitations about tak¬ 
ing the role — and was even 
close to turning it down out¬ 
right. 

“It was so big. I love my 
life, and there’s not a lot of 
times in a person’s life where 
a yes or no decision can 
change your life forever and 
it will never, no matter what, 
go back to the way it was be¬ 
fore.

While prep involved hand- 
to-hand combat and sword 
training for Alexander Ludwig, 
who plays hulking District 
1 tribute Cato, the hardest 
part was ditching the bulk he 
packed on for the role. “I’m still 
trying to go back to my normal 
size,” Ludwig says. “It’s way 
harder to lose weight than to 
put it on. I have so much more 
sympathy for fat people.”

There’s more to Effie than 
just being a pink-haired vil¬ 
lain. As a career woman, she 
doesn’t have the best gig. 

No, District 12 is terrible. To 
me, Effie drank the Kool-Aid. 
She’s on board because she’s 
in the one per cent and she 
doesn’t want to give that up. 

I think she thinks, “Revolu¬ 
tion would be bad. People 
will die and I might lose my 
cupcakes.” She’s not one for 
change. She likes the status 
quo. I think she shows up in 
District 12 disgusted, thinks 
that it’s dirty, wants to go 
home as fast as possible. 

I think of PR people and 
stylists I’ve worked with 
who go, “Well, I’ll make the 


best of a bad situation,” you 
know? And I think that’s 
Effie. The main thing about 
Effie is she’s super-selfish. 

It’s all about her. “How does 
this reflect on me? How’s 
this going to affect my life?” 
It’s great to have a winner 
in the Games, but it’s bad to 
have a winner who pisses off 
President Snow. 

But she’s also thrilled to 
show off the finer things in 
life to the kids. 

I think Effie’s main thing 
is she’s ultimately a very 
optimistic and effervescent, 
theatrical person. That’s why 
she has the job that she has, 
because she’s spinning the job 
she has positively all the time. 
They’re most hkely going to 
die, and she’s seen a lot of 
kids die. So in her mind it’s 
like, “You won a lottery ticket. 
We’re all going to die, but 
you’re going to go out famous, 
with a big bang!” That’s Effie’s 
attitude about these kids. 
They’re almost definitely go¬ 
ing to die, she’s pretty sure of 
it. But they just won a ticket to 
a great reality show.

Music. Drake, Buble 
not coming to Juno 
Awards, while Bieber 
unlikely to make it 


Drake and Michael Buble 
have a combined seven nom¬ 
inations heading into next 
month’s Juno Awards, but 
neither Canadian star will be 
able to attend the show in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Drake — who hosted the 
show last year and is tied for 
the lead with four nods in¬ 
cluding album and artist of 
the year — has a performance 
scheduled in Manchester the 
same night as the April 1 
gala, while Buble is set to per¬ 
form in Brazil. 

But Melanie Berry, head 
of the organization that runs 
the Juno Awards, said the ab¬ 
sence of those stars wouldn’t 
hurt the show. 

“I don’t see it as a blow,” 
said Berry, president of the 
Canadian Academy of Record¬ 
ing Arts and Sciences, in a 
telephone interview Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We’ve got a star-studded 
lineup and we’ve got some

amazing acts. We have inter¬ 
national superstars — you 
can only expect them to be 
on the road. We have to share 
them, we can’t have them 
every year. 

“So you know, we’re 
happy when they’re here.” 

Berry also pointed out that 
of the 162 people nominated 
in the Junos’ 41 categories. 


114 are expected to attend 
the show — roughly 70 per 
cent of nominees. 

But another Canadian’s 
potential absence still looms 
large. 

Eighteen-year-old teen- 
pop sensation Justin Bieber 

— nominated for two Junos 

— is not among the con¬ 
firmed guests for the show. 


and while Berry says it’s not a 
“100 per cent” certainty that 
the Stratford, Ont., native 
will skip the Junos, organ¬ 
izers aren’t counting on his 
presence. 

“He’s had a long year 
(and) I know the Kids’ 
Choice Awards are the 
night before us,” Berry said.

In a basement office some¬ 
where in Mississauga, Ont., 
a guy named Cameron is 
losing what remains of his 
sanity. He’s the guy in charge 
of booking all the bands who 
want to play Canadian Music 
Week (CMW) in Toronto next 
week. 

The last I heard — and the 
number has surely gone up 
since then — he was dealing 
with 922 artists from 40 
cormtries, places as far away 
as Mongolia and Singapore. 
Somehow, all those acts have 
to get their sets in between 
next Wednesday and Sunday 


at five dozen venues around 
the city. Poor Cameron. 

Many dozens of acts will 
be coming straight from 
SXSW, an only shghtly more 
massive festival going on 
now in Austin, Texas. The 
advantage the Texans have, 
though, is that their climate 
allows them to stage many 
events outdoors. CMW has no 
such luxury. 

Playing festivals hke these 
are stressfol on the bands, 
too. Can we afford the trip? 
Where do we stay? Are we 
booked in the right venue? 
How do we know people will 
come out and see us? How 
do we get the right industry 
people to pay attention? And 
what do you mean we get the 
2 a.m. clean-up slot? 

Yet in what’s increasingly 
becoming a post-CD world, 
events like CMW grow ever¬ 
more important as playing 
live becomes the primary way 



of cormecting with fans and 
industry folk. 

The biggest thing fans 
have to complain about is 
the ridiculous amormt of 
choice in what to see and 
hear. Is it best to choose a 
venue and camp out there for 


the entire night? Or should 
you take a chance on a club 
crawl that might see you 
arrive too late to get in to see 
the band you want? Can we 
still get into the Independent 
Music Awards on Saturday 
night? And what do we do 
about that I Mother Earth 
rermion? 

It’ll be over soon enough, 
though. That’ll give everyone 
a few months to prep for 
NXNE in June, which also 
brings hrmdreds of bands 
through Toronto. And once 
that’s done, it’s off to Sled Is¬ 
land in Calgary. And let’s not 
forget about the CMJ Music 
Marathon in NYC in October. 
Sleep when you’re dead, I say.

He 
was seizing what appeared to 
be a quick fix, the devotion of 
a sexy younger woman he said 
“got” him, after he had spent 
a season lonely and lost, in a 
tailspin.

“He’s smihng like a fool, 
like he’s the first man who 
ever married his secretary,” 
scoffed one of his ad-agency 
colleagues in the finale, which 
was set in October 1965 and 
aired what seems almost that 
long ago (though it was actual¬ 
ly October 2010).

bestselling novelist Elmore 
Leonard (Get Shorty, 3; 10 to 
Yuma), the series is execu¬ 
tive produced by Ganadian- 
born showrunner Graham 
Yost (Speed, Boomtown). 

Season 3 is currently 
available in Ganada but on 
Super Ghannel, a premium 
cable service with a much 
smaller subscription base 
than Showcase. Adding to 
the confusion is the fact that 
Rogers launched EX Ganada 
last year but wasn’t able to 
corral Justified, distributed 
internationally by Sony Pic¬ 
tures Television. 

Yost, now an American 
citizen who still has family 
in British Golumbia (his 
father Elwy, once the face of 
TV Ontario, died there last 
year), told TV critics gath¬ 
ered in Pasadena in January 
that he knew the series had 
found its feet in the first sea¬ 
son when the writers were 
satisfied they were creating 
“an Elmore Leonard world 
every week.” 

Leonard, also an execu¬ 
tive producer on the series, 
agreed. 

“It’s a terrific show,” says 
the 86-year-old author, who’s 
not always happy with other 
film and TV adaptations of 
his work. He singles out The 
Big Bounce as an especially 
excruciating example. 

“I don’t think anybody 
in the picture knew what it 
was about,” he told critics. 

Justified, on the other 
hand, gets it right. 

“I love all of the writing, 
and I’m amazed sometimes 
that they’ve got the charac¬ 
ters better than I put them 
on paper.” 

Both Yost and Olyphant 
are happy that Leonard is 
still putting the character 
of Raylan Givens on paper. 
While a short story was 
the original inspiration, 
Olyphant urged Leonard to 
write a new novel and he 
did, simply titled Raylan. 

The novel breaks out 
into three new stories, with 
the Michigan-based author 
basically giving Yost and 
his Justified writing team 
the go-ahead to “just hang 
this book up and strip it for 
parts.” THE CANDIAN PRESS

Of course, there are 
other Irish beverages on the 
shelves at your liquor store 
that deserve equal attention 

— especially with tomorrow 
being Saint Patrick’s Day. 

V^en I was on the Em¬ 
erald Isle a few years ago, 
I got a chance to head to 
Northern Ireland and visit 
The Old Bushmills Distil¬ 
lery: a producer of wonder¬ 
ful triple distilled whiskies 
since 1608 (which makes it 
the world’s oldest licensed 
spirit maker). 

Every drop that goes by 
the name Bushmills is cre¬ 
ated there and the hand¬ 
made attention to detail 
comes across in every filled 
glass — one of which you 
get to choose at the end of 
the tour. 

My pick was the Bush¬ 
mills 10 Year Old Single 
Malt Irish Whiskey ($39.95 

- $48.99). Made with 100 

per cent malted 

■H barley and aged in 
barrels that once 
housed American 
bourbon, it’s a 
rich, complex 
whiskey with 
warm honey 
overtones and 
a long, palate¬ 
massaging fin¬ 
ish.

A meal that would 
make St. Patty proud 


Dublin Coddle. Try 

this healthier version 
of the one-dish meal 
considered to be one of 
Ireland’s most delicious 
national dishes 


Traditionally made with both 
bacon and sausage to flavour 
a base of potatoes and onions, 
Dublin coddle is an insanely 
good one-dish meal. And it 
would be a great choice for St. 
Patrick’s Day. Assuming, that is, 
it can be worked into a healthy 
diet. 

Start by opting for leaner 
meats that still pack tons of 
flavour, including Canadian 
bacon, which actually is closer 
than American bacon to rash¬ 


ers, the variety of pork used in 
Irish cooking. 

Canadian bacon and Irish 
rashers are made from the 
back loin of the pig rather than 
the fattier pork beUy used for 
American-style bacon. 

For the sausage, switch to 
chicken sausage, which is high 
in flavour, and generally has fsLV 
less fat and calories than trad¬ 
itional sausage. 

The herbs and seasonings 
already serve the meal well, so 
don’t mess around with those. 
But add a few extra vegetable 
because, hey, we could all use a 
few extra servings of those. 

And for a final pimch of 
flavour, add apples and apple 
cider. 

In a large Dutch oven over 

medium-high, heat the oil. 
Add the Canadian bacon and 


saute until lightly browned, 3 
to 4 minutes. Using a slotted 
spoon, transfer the bacon to a 
small bowl. 

Add the sausage to the pan 
and brown the slices on both 
sides, about 3 to 4 minutes per 
side. Transfer the sausage to 
the bowl of bacon. Add the on¬ 
ions and garlic to the pan, then 
saute for 7 to 8 minutes, or 
until they begin to brown. Stir 
in the sage, thyme and parsley. 

Add the russet and sweet 
potatoes, carrots, apples and 
reserved meat. Pour the apple 
cider and chicken stock over 
everything. Cover and set over 
medium-low heat. Cook until 
the vegetables and potatoes 
are very tender, about 1 to 1 
1/2 hours. Season with salt 
and pepper, the associated press

Meet Joe Stanton, a 42-year-old banking 
executive, and Liam and Madeleine 
Rushton, a 20-something couple, who 
want to start a family. They are both 
shopping for a place to live and neither 
have previously owned their own home. 

While Stanton is a single man about

In any case, the first thing both buy¬ 
ers should do, says Chris Mooney, presi¬ 
dent of the Realtors Association of 
Edmonton, is to sit down with a mort¬ 
gage broker or bank to see how much 
money they can borrow ... which is 
what they do. The Rushtons come back 
with $250,000, while Stanton gets a 
$400,000 limit. 

Next stop: Meeting with a real estate 
agent to talk about options. The Rush- 
tons could get a two- or three-bedroom 


townhouse in the suburbs, and they will 
want to check out schools and trans¬ 
portation in the area, too. 

On the other hand, a 1,000-square- 
foot downtown condo might be exactly 
what Stanton wants. Mooney says Stan¬ 
ton’s hefty 25 per cent down payment 
and big budget opens the market up con¬ 
siderably. “There’s a lot of new condos 
in the downtown market,” Mooney says. 
“It’s a sound investment with the con¬ 
venience of living downtown.” 

Charlotte Hansen, a Halifax-based re¬ 
altor with Royal LePage, reminds both 
to factor in monthly bills for a complete 


financial picture of what they can afford. 

She directs the Rushtons to the sub¬ 
urbs, too. The further out they go, the 
bigger the houses and yards get. 

Stanton spends a lot of time at his 
downtown office, so a quick walking 
commute trumps the need for a bigger 
home. “If he’s working a lot, he proba¬ 
bly will be looking for something with 
lower maintenance,” Hansen says. 

He won’t have to worry about shovel¬ 
ling snow or cutting grass and when he 
leaves on business trips, he just has to 
lock the door and walk away.

Of course, buying a house costs more 
than the sticker priee you see on the 
MLS listing. 

When new homebuyers Joe Stanton, 
a 42-year-old banking executive, and 
Liam and Madeleine Rushton, a 20- 
something eouple, started shopping for 
houses, we spoke to two mortgage 
advisers to get financial advice. 

Before anything, Laurie Foster, an 


independent mortgage broker with Veri- 
eo in Winnipeg, says “we need to look 
at their current finaneial picture — do 
we need to restructure other debt?” 

All three have been renting and the 
monthly mortgage payments will be 
about the same amount. But, Foster 
says, they now will have to pay for util¬ 
ities, property tax, Internet and cable. 

Foster also reeommends setting aside 


about two per eent of the purehase price 
to eover lawyer fees, deed transfer tax 
and other elosing eosts. Some brokers 
recommend as much as four per cent. 

The Rushtons will likely go with a 
fixed-rate mortgage (whieh means the 
interest rate they are paying is loeked in 
for a fixed period, usually from one to 
five years) so monthly payments are 
easy to budget. 


Stanton has deeper pockets and will 
likely go for a variable mortgage rate 
(which means the monthly interest rate 
varies depending on what’s going on in 
the market). If interest rates stay low, he 
eould save a bit of money. If the rates 
rise, he can take a hit. 

Both buyers should have a 
eontingeney fund that will eover three 
months of payments in ease of layoffs. 

Because the Rushtons are paying less 
than a 20 per cent down payment, says 
Jamie Small, an adviser with Ottawa 
Mortgage, they will have to faetor in 
mortgage default insuranee, which adds 
one to three per cent to the total cost. 

“We also consider what stage 
borrowers are in their eareer. Is their in- 
eome going to be inereasing or is it 
fixed?” Small says. 

Chris Mooney recommends both take 
a 25-year mortgage. Stanton ean pay 
lump sums on the mortgage anniversary 
or double monthly payments with his 
bank bonuses to take a deeper cut out of 
the balanee while maintaining cash flu¬ 
idity. In the end, the Rushtons get a pur- 
ehase-plus-improvements mortgage so 
they can get a new roof and thick insu¬ 
lation, tacking the $10,000 bill onto the 
mortgage. And they call in friends and 
family for the move. 

Stanton, valuing time over money, 
shells out $2,000 for movers.

Sidney Crosby was on tlie ice 
for ttee of Pittsburgh’s five 
goals, and defenceman Kris 
Letang was out there for all of 
them. 

The Penguins are suddenly 
the picture of health, and the 
NHL’s hottest team is making 
the Eastern Conference playoff 
race a fight to the finish. 

Crosby returned from a 40- 
game absence caused by con¬ 
cussion symptoms, and Letang 
rejoined the lineup after mis¬ 
sing the past five because of 
the same ailment. That gave 
the Penguins their most com¬ 
plete lineup in months, and 
Pittsburgh responded with a 
thorough 5-2 victoiy over the 
East-leading New York Rangers 
on Thursday night. 

The Penguins have won 10 
straight, including two wins 
over the Rangers in that spurt, 
and now trail New York by 
four points. Pittsburgh has 13 
games left, compared to 12 for 
the Rangers. 

Crosby was hoping he 
wouldn’t mess up any chem¬ 
istry created by his teammates 
while he was out. 

“1 didn’t want to be that 
guy,” the 24-year-old centre 
said. “I obviously knew we 
were pla34ng really well. There 
was a httle bit of adjustment, 
playing wing, things like that. I 
thought everyone played great, 
and I’m happy we got the win.” 

Crosby played for the first 
time since he was forced to the 
sidelines on Dec. 5. He got on 
the score sheet with an assist, 
but his presence couldn’t be 
anal 3 ^ed by numbers. 

“I think he played a great 
game,” said Matt Cooke, who 
scored two goals while play¬ 
ing on a new third line wi& 
Crosby. “He draws so much 
attention when he is on the

ice. People are worried about 
how good he is.

It showed throughout as 
the Penguins became the first 
team this season to score five 
goals against the Rangers. 

Crosby joined Cooke and 
Tyler Kennedy on a line. Ken¬ 
nedy had two assists and NHL 
points leader Evgeni Malkin 


added a goal for the Penguins, 
who haven’t lost since Feb. 19 
at Buffalo. Pittsburgh’s win¬ 
ning streak started two days 
later with a 2-0 home victoiy 
against the Rangers. 

“That was the only way we 
could catch them, by beating 
them because they were win¬ 
ning a lot,” said Marc-Andre 
Fleury, who made 29 saves in 
his 38th win of the season, and 
ninth in the streak. “They are 


tough to reach. Tonight was a 
big game for us.” 

Crosby assisted on Chris Ku- 
nitz’s goal that made it 4-2 at 
3:01 of the third period, shortly 
after the Rangers had killed a 
four-minute, high-sticking 
penalty on Stu Bickel. Crosby 
swung behind the New York 
net and foimd Kunitz in the 
left circle for a shot that beat 
Martin Biron. 

Pascal Dupuis pushed the 


Penguins’ lead to 5-2 at 7:35. 
Crosby didn’t figure in the scor¬ 
ing on that one, as Dupuis put 
in a rebound of defenceman 
Paul Martin’s shot, but he was 
on the ice for it. Cooke gave the 
Penguins a 1-0 lead 2:54 in, and 
Malkin and Cooke connected 
1:22 apart in the second period 
to stretch the advantage to 3-1. 

Carl Hagelin got the Ran¬ 
gers even at 1-1 in the first 
period, and Marian Gaborik 
brought New York within 3-2 
late in the second with his 
35th goal. Brad Richards had 
two assists, and Gaborik and 
Hagelin both had one for the 
potent line that has scored the 
team’s last seven goals over 
three games.
